Section  1 Assignment:  Characters,  Experiences,  and  Vaiues

1.  The  story  “The  Broken  Globe”  focuses  on  the  conflict  between  a father  and  son.  Nick  and  his 
father  are  obviously  contrasting  characters  in  many  respects,  yet  they  also  have  remarkable 
similarities.  Describe  their  similarities  and  differences.

5.  In  the  story  “Comet  at  Night,”  Tom  hires  a young  musician  as  a farm  labourer.  What  does 
Tom  observe  about  Phil’s  appearance  when  they  meet  in  the  restaurant?  In  your  response, 
quote  two  details  that  suggest  that  Phil  is  not  suited  for  physical  labour. 
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6.  Why  does  Tom  hire  Phil  in  spite  of  Phil’s  obvious  unsuitability?  Explain  whether  or  not  you 
fmd  this  author  believable. 


7.  Phil’s  character  is  a foil  to  several  other  characters.  Explain  how  Phil’s  character  contrasts 
with  others  in  this  story. 
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8.  Reread  the  last  paragraph  of  “Comet  at  Night.”  In  this  paragraph,  the  author  indicates  the 
theme  of  the  story,  the  insight  into  life  it  offers  readers.  Focus  on  the  last  sentence  of  the 
story.  What  has  the  boy  learned  about  life? 


9.  a.  Like  “The  Broken  Globe,”  the  story  “Quality”  addresses  the  topic  of  tradition  versus 

change.  Think  about  the  ending  of  “Quality.”  What  do  the  death  of  Mr.  Gessler  and  the 
grief  of  the  narrator  suggest  about  tradition  and  change? 


b.  John  Galsworthy,  the  author  of  “Quality,”  lived  from  1867  to  1933.  The  world  in  which 
he  lived  and  wrote — that  is,  the  historical  context  in  which  “Quality”  was  written — is 
much  different  from  the  world  today.  In  your  opinion,  does  this  affect  the  relevance  of 
the  story’s  theme,  or  does  it  still  have  something  to  say  to  readers  today?  Give  reasons  for 
your  response. 
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10.  As  you’ve  been  reading  short  stories  in  the  first  three  modules  of  this  course,  you’ve  had 
several  occasions  to  consider  the  themes  of  stories.  Briefly  describe  three  strategies  that  you 
might  use  to  help  you  understand  the  theme  of  a story — its  insight  into  hfe. 


11.  The  authors  of  the  three  stories  you  read  in  this  section  chose  to  narrate  their  stories  from  the 
first-person  point  of  view.  What  differences  do  you  see  in  their  choice  of  narrators  and  in  the 
roles  the  narrators  play  in  the  story?

• If  you  wish,  you  may  include  a short  quotation  from  the  story  as  part  of  your 
illustration.
